And be it further Enatted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That in 
caſe the ſaid Rent or yearly Sum of Thirty Pounds, or any Part there- 


of, ſhall happen to be behind or unpaid by the Space of Days next 
after either of the ſaid Days whereon the ſame ought to be paid, ac- 
cording to the true Intent and Meaning hereof (although the ſame 
ſhall not be demanded), that then it ſhall and may be lawful to and 
for the ſaid Truſtees thereof, and the Survivors or Survivor of them, 
and the Heirs or Aſſigns of ſuch Survivors or Survivor, into and up- 
on the ſaid Premiſes, charged with the ſaid Rent- charge, or into any 
Part thereof, to enter and diſtrain, and the Diftreſs and Diſtreſſes 
then and there found to take, lead, drive, carry away, and impound, 
and in Pound to detain and keep, or otherwiſe to demean according 
to due Courſe of Law, until the ſaid Rent or yearly Sum of Thirty 
Pounds, and eyery Part thereof, ſo in Arrear and unpaid, together 
with all Coſts, Charges, and Damages, occaſioned by the-Nonpay- 
ment es {ball be fully ſatisfied and paid. 
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And be it farther Enatted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That in 


caſe the ſai! Rent or yearly Sum of Thirty Pounds, or any Part 


thereof, ſhall be behind ot un; aid by the Space of Forty Days next 
after either of the ſaid Days whereon the ſame ought to be paid as 


aforeſaid, that then and in ſuch Caſe (although there ſhall have been 


no legal Demand thereof), it (hall and may be lawful to and for the 
1aid Truſtces thereof, and the Survivors or Survivor of them, and the 
Heirs or Aſſigns of ſuch Survivors or Survivor, to enter into and u 

all and fingular the ſaid Premiſes, ſo charged and chargeable therewith 
as aforeſ.id, or into and upon any of them, or any Part thereof, in the 
Name of the Whole, and to receive and take the Rents, Iſſues, and 
Profits thereof, and of every Part thereof, to their own Uſe, until 
thereby or therewith, or otherwiſe, they ſhall be fully ſatisfied and 
paid the ſaid Rent, and the Arrears thereof, due at the time'of ſuch 
Entry, or which ſhall afterwards incur during their being in Poſſeſſion, 


and all Coſts, Charges, Damages, and Expences, that they ſhall be 


put unto, or in any-wiſe ſuſtain, by reaſon of the Non- payment of 
the ſame Rent, contrary to the true Intent and Meaning of this Act. 


And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
the ſaid Rent or yearly Sum of Thirty, Pounds, hereby veſted in 
them the ſaid Truſtees thereof, is fo veſted in them upon Truſt that 
they, and the Survivors and Surviyor of them, and the Heirs or 
Aſſigns of ſuch Survivors or Survivor, ſhall from time to time pay 
and diſtribute the fame unto and amongſt the ſaid Twelve poor Fa- 
milies who ſhall be ſo nominated and appointed to reſide in the ſaid 
Almshouſes as aforeſaid, half-yearly, when and as the fame ſhall 
be received by them the ſaid Truſtees thercof for the Time being, 
to each Family the Sum of Twenty-and- five Shillings. 


And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That it 


ſhalt be lawful for the ſaid Duke of Bedford, his Heirs and Aſſigus, 
Owners of Woburn Abbey, from time to time, and at a.l times here- 
after, to nominate and appoint, out of the poor Inhabitants of the ſaid 
Pariſh of Woburn, the Families who ſhall reſide in the ſaid Almſ- 
houſes ; and he the ſaid Duke, his Heirs and Aſſigns, Owners of 
Woburn Ahbey aforeſaid, is and are hereby authorized and impowered, 
with the Conſent of the Truſtees for the Time being, or the major 
Part of them, to remove and difplace all or any of the poor Perſons 
who ſhall be placed from time to time in the ſaid Almshouſes, for 
Immorality, or any irregular Behaviour. 5 


And be it further Enacted, by the Authority aforeſaid, That 
when the ſaid Truſtees of the ſaid Almshouſes and Rent ſhall by Death 
be reduced to Three, then it ſhall and may be lawful to and for the 

| Suryiyors 
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Survivors of them to nominate and appoint any other fit Perſon or Per- 
tons to be Truſtces for the Purpoſes aforeſaid, ſo as to make their Num- 
ber Thirteen, and ſo in like manner upon the Deceaſes of any ſue- 
ceeding Truſtees, and ſo from time to time, as often as there ſhall 
te Occaſion to nominate Truſtees for the Purpoſes aforeſaid ; and 
that when and ſo often as any new Truſtees ſhall be nominated and 
appointed as aforeſaid, the ſurviving Truſtees ſhall convey the ſaid 
Almshouſes, with their Appurtenances, and the faid Rent-charge, to 
the Uſe of themſelves and of ſuch new Truſtees, and their Heirs 
and Aſſigns, upon the ſeveral Truſts thereof herein before declared 
or expreſſed, to the Intent that the ſame Truſts may be perpetuated 
and continued for ever. ; 


Saving to the KING's moſt Excellent MajesTY, his Heirs 
and Succellors, and to all Bodies Politick and Corporate, and to 
all other Perſon and Perſons, their Heirs and Succeſſors (other than 
and except the ſaid Fohy Duke of Bedford, Francis Rufſell, com- 
monly called Marquis of Taviſtock, Simon Taylor, Robert Ramſay, 
and all other the Feoffees of the ſaid Charity Eſtate, and their Heirs, 
and the Churchwardens and Overſeers of the Poor for the Time be- 
ing of the ſaid Pariſh of Yoburn) all ſuch Eſtate, Right, Title, In- 
tereſt, Claim, and Demand, as they or any of them had before the 
paſſing of this Act, or could or might have had or enjoyed, in caſe 
this Act had not been made. 
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
